IRS warns of Alabama tax scam targeting social security recipients: 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has issued an urgent warning 
about a tax scam targeting the 
elderly and others in Alabama. 

People are encouraged to be 
wary if anyone’ approaches 
them about filing for a tax 
refund by somehow using 
Social Security retirement or 
disability benefit amounts. 

Senior citizens and others may 
be targeted directly by the scam 
artists or may be encouraged to 
participate in the scam by citi- 
zens who innocently believe. it 
to be legitimate. 

The bottom. line is this: 
Retirement or disability bene- 
fits received generally, cannot 
be used to generate a legal tax 
refund. Any ‘such claim’ filed 
with the IRS may result in civil 
or criminal penalties. 

Here's what to watch for: The 
scam artists usually offer, for a 
fee, to prepare tax returns 
reporting part or all of your 
Social Security benefits as tax- 
able income: They may falsely 
claim some percentage of the 
benefits as tax withholding or 
claim the Earned Income Tax 
Credit. thereby generating a 
refund. 

The scammers often prepare 


as many as three years worth of 


false refund claims per person 
or couple. The victim then files

from scrutiny and possible pun- 
ishment, 

So, how do our universities 
measure up to the rest of the 
nation, and in particular, how 
does Troy compare to the other 
universities? 

Alabama schools are faring 
rather well with the new academ- 
ic regulations, at least according 
to last year’s evaluation, and 
improvement should continue, 

Alabama’s largest universities, 
Auburn University and the 
University of Alabama, did not 
lose any scholarships, but. exhib- 
ited low’Scores in some sports, 

aut’ low score of 877 
Academic Progress: Rate (APR) 
for men’s basketball could mean 
a loss off scholarships next year if 
ithe score does not improve. 

Also,\low scores were seen in 
men’s oltdoor and indoor track, 
as well as baseball and women’s 
basketball. 

Auburn’s football team actual- 
ly leads the SEC with a score of 
967. 

The University of Alabama 
saw low scores.in both men’s 
indoor and outdoor track. 

Only > the University of 
Atabama at Birmingham lost a 
football scholarship. 

Because of, this loss, head 
coach, Neil Calloway, is expected 
to have ten fewer scholarship 


players than usual and he will be ” 


implementing new guidelines for 
his players. 

This is ultimately what the 
NCAA is striving for—coaches 
to improve not only their players’ 
athletic performance, but also 
their academic performance. 

The University of South 
Alabama scored 869 in men’s 
basketball and will lose one 
scholarship for that sport, result- 
ing in head coach Ronnie Arrow 
only being able to offer 12 schol- 
arships for the 2007-2008 season. 

This low score may be attrib- 
uted to the six players that left the 
team previously. 

The fact that player retention 
affects the team’s score is another 
way, to ensure that the NCAA's 
regulations in order to graduate 
athletes can be successful. 

Troy University is no different 
from other schools in’ that it is 
affected immensely. 

Because of rising numbers in 
student population and growing 
athletic programs, the focus on 
these regulations as they relate to 
Troy; and how the University 
compares to others is important 
in order to establish a positive 
reputation ‘as the University 
grows. 

Troy will only suffer the loss of 
() 29 scholarships in’ men’s track 
for an APR score of 890. 

The lowest score for Troy was 
received by the women’s cross 
country team. 

Despite the score, cross coun- 
try will suffer no scholarship 
losses. 

The football team did very well 
with a score of 928, comparing 
well with the highest score in the 
SEC (received by. Auburm) of 
967, 

“We can have no D's, only C’s 
or better,” said Derick Thomas, a 
senior Troy football player on 
scholarship, 

Troy athletes are expected to 
do just as well as the other stu- 
dents at. Troy, according to 
Sherrell Bees, athletic eligibility 
coordinator for Troy University. 

“The coaches do classroom 
checks and if we get caught, we 
get punishment,” said Thomas. 

Because of the emphasis put on 
academics recently by the 
NCAA, coaches and players are 
more serious about the academic 
future of the players. 

When asked if having a schol- 
arship changed the way he partic- 
ipated in class and his attendance, 
Thomas said, “Yes, because I just 
got (the scholarship) and I put 
more emphasis on school now.”

Understanding the actual regu- 
lations allows for a better grasp 
on our state’s athletes’ 


The new regulations that the 
NCAA imposed in 2002 are to 
encourage academically inclined 
athletes as they enter a university, 
and to also ensure that athletes 
are actually gaining degrees from 
the university that they are enter- 
ing. 

Athletes are no longer just a 
performance tool for universities, 
and the NCAA is realizing that 
athletes are also students. 

With these new regulations, the 
NCAA hopes that athletes will be 
just as prepared for the working 
world as other students graduat- 
ing from universities. 

The NCAA instituted an 
Academic Progress Rate, or 
APR, metric in order to measure 
collegiate athletes’ academic 
standing. 

The APR gives one point to 
each scholarship athlete that is on 
good academic standing and an 
additional point if the athlete 
remains at the institution. 

Basically, the athlete has to 
make the grades, go to class, and 
graduate. 

It is easy to see that the NCAA 
wants athletics to be more than 
just a game. - 

A school’s APR is determined 
by the total points earned divided 
by the total points possible, 
which is 925 (50 percent) for. all 
schools. 

According the NCAA, 50 per- 
cent of all athletes should be 
graduating. 

The NCAA has a goal of stu- 
dent” success by requiring stu- 
dents to earn a minimum of six 
hours of coursework to be eligi- 
ble for the next semester in col- 
lege, and earn 80 percent of 
his/her degree by the fourth year 
in college. 

This system, if followed cor- 
rectly, keeps student athletes on 
track with other students. 

Schools are different, however, 
and the NCAA allows each 
school to set its own regulations 
conceming areas such as atten- 
dance. 

“The attendance policy is the 
same for athletes as it is for all 
students at Troy University, if not 
harder, because all the coaches 


: watch their players more closely 


and’ scrutinize their attendance,” 
said Bees. 
The NCAA does not have a 


national attendance policy 
because each school and different 


but I am not aware of that 
Troy has,” said Bees. 
Allowing the schools to 


some freedom in rule making, the 


coaches and players are more apt 
to support the new system. 

With the new academic regula- 
tions put in place by the NCAA in 
the past years, schools have 
begun to adjust, and Alabama 
schools are doing well. 

The schools that have suffered 
penalties are actively engaged in 
trying to improve, so the NCAA's 
plan is essentially working. 

Retaining athletes and prepar- 
ing them for a future outside of 
their collegiate athletic career is 
the ultimate goal, and the NCAA 
has shown no sign of backing 
away from this new strict policy. 

Alabama universities compare 
extremely well with schools 
across the nation, particularly in 
football. 

Locally, ‘Troy University is 
scoring at the same level, if not 
better, than the larger universities 
in the state. 

With the continued growth of 
Troy University, it is probable 
that Troy’s athletes will be able to 
compete, at least academically, 
with the other athletes in not only 
the state of Alabama, but also the 
South East. ° 

The positive’ numbers for 
Troy's, athletics are certainly 
promising for the future of the 
University’s athletic programs 
not only in the eyes of the 
NCAA, but also in the eyes of 
the state of Alabama.
